George Adams’ flock of twelve white 
leghorn hens produced a total of 256 
eggs at a cost of $1.55 (less labor). 
Labor for general care of the chick­ 
ens cost 9 5 cents, making a total of 
$2.50 expense. 
At 22c per dozen, 
the eggs made young Adams a clear 
profit of $2.19 or 33c per hour for 
his work. 
The hens averaged more 
than 73 per cent in egg production.

February, 
Truett 
Lambert’s 
fiftty white leghorns produced a to­ 
tal of 9 14 eggs or an average of bet­ 
ter than 65 per cent production per 
hen. 
Over January’s production the 
increase was 3.54 per cent.
